Taxless Cars

OKLAHOMA CITY, June 13.— i 
Oklahoma 
automobiles 
are 
likely 
to go tagless for 
the next two 
years .according to B. E. Clark, 
state highway commissioner. While 
the special session of the Oklahoma 
legislature made appropriations to 
take care of delayed payments for 
license tags used during the years, 
1919, 1920 and 1921. no provision 
was made for the purchase of tags 
in 1922 and 1923. Since Gov. J. B. 
A. Robertson has announced that 
he will issue no deficiency certifi­ 
cates to cover the expense, Clark 
said he has been unable so far to 
work out a plan which will insure 
license numbers after the present 
year.

It was only through delayed ap­ 
propriations 
made by 
the 
recent 
special legislative session that the 
highway department was enabled to 
obtain tags for the present year, it 
was explained. All license tags are 
manufactured at the Oklahoma pen­ 
itentiary, but the state contracts 
provide that they shall he paid Tor 
at the rate of 30 cents a pair. Be­ 


cause the highway department had 
been unable to pay for its tags since 
1918, penitentiary officials last win­ 
ter refused to deliver any more 
tags. 
When the special session of 
the legislature appropriated money 
for thesa. back ^payments, the manu­ 
facture of tags in the state prison 
w’as resumed. 
Ninety-six thousand 
tags have just been delivered to the 
department for use in 1921.

prices of crude oil products, the j 
state board of affairs is considering | 
a change from coal to fuel oil as j 
fuel for a number of state Instl- 1 
unions.

Whether fuel oil or coal 
is used as fuel, such a spur, it 
was said, .will mean considerable 
saving to the state in the trans­ 
portation of supplies.
